Few of these signs are of any value 
to the motorist today, for the some­ 
what unusual reason that they have 
been used as targets by various per­ 
sons passing, and have been so “shot 
up” as to be almost undecipherable. 
The purpose of the new signs Is 
not only to direct the motorist along 
the right road but to tell him where 
he can And nearby springs and water 
holes, directions as to locating these 
being explicit.
